In Pessimistic Mood. 


In an address at Ihe commencement exercises of Western 


Reserve University last week Secretary Weeks was in a some- 
what pessimistic mood regarding the drift of matters political 
in this country. He declared that this drift is gradually .weak- 
ening the nation's governmental slruclure^by undermining 
ihe constitution and sweeping away the principle of parly re- 
sponsibility.- He said he was much disturbed by the departure 
in recent years from the government of Ihe constitution, as he 
construes it, and the turning to oilier forms of government 
leading, as he fears, lo complete social democracy. 
He ad- 


mitted that he is very pessimistic regarding the present trend, 
which he feels is gradually weakening the government struc- 
ture. 


Mr. Weeks did not mince mailers in speaking of what is 


popularly spoken of as reform. He said: "In order to be truly 
progressive many people conclude that they must be contin- 
ually moving. We have in this country a large number of re- 
formers, many of them professional reformers, who are rush- 
ing about trying to reform everything and everybody. 
Q/ 


course there are conditions which need correction, but often 
the suggesled cure will result in greater evil than Ihe evil it is 
designed-to correct. A legislator should resist al Isuch scheme 
lo the point of being reactionary."" 


Another bad condition, as Mr. Weeks sees it, is that the ma 


jorily of citizens arc so engrossed wilh personal matters lha 
.they have not the time or inclination lo pass.on mailers o 
government policy or properly size up the qualifications o 
candidates. 
He complained that personal interests and Ih 


.formation of blocs tend to make it difficult, if not impossible 
for a parly to carry out its pledges, and made it plain that h 
thinks prohibition is responsible for some of the unrest am 
troubles of Ihe present. 
He did nol attempt to say what th 


ultimate outcome of prohibition may be, but declared lha"t "?u 
abrupt change in a matter affecting so many citizens canno 
be ma'de without creating violent opposition and resulting i 
-much criticism of the government."

Step by step, slow though progress nno 
be, the country will work ils way back lo sanity and safety 
some of the "reformers" will disappear in (he shuffle and there 
will again be conditions which will make life belter worth Ihe 
living ihaii it now seems lo those templed lo yield (o Ihe weak- 
ness of pessimism.
